BRITAIN’S TRADE | 
~ RECOVERING FROM 
FIRST IMPACT OF WAR 


Replying in the Commons debate on the Liberal 


London, To-day. 


amendment to the address in reply to the King, 
the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Oliver 


Stanley, said: 


“The first month of war shewed 


a very heavy fall in the value of our export trade, 
namely something like 38 % 

“| cannot pretend that the fall was unexpected. The 
immediate effect of an outbreak of war is to des- 
troy the conditions necessary for trade. 

From the mere impact of war upon our peacetime 


export trade British 
month of war in 1914 


In the second month of the  pre- 
sent war there was some _ improve- 
ment when our machinery began to 

work more smoothly and some of 
the shipping difficulties were reduced. 

A comparison between October and 
September showed a rise from 23.1 
to 24.6 millions, or a rise of seven 
per cent.” 

We could not give the final figures 
for November, but on preliminary 
figures, which there was no reason to 
suppose would vary very much, there 
had been a major change in our ex- 
port position. 

BACK TO PREWAR 


Whereas in October the’ rise over 
September was of a magnitude of 
seven per cent, in November the rise 
over October was in the neighbour- 
hood of 50 per cent. 

The result was that the level of 

exports for November was about back 
to the level of exports for the last 
months before war began, 

In the last war it was not until the 
Spring. of 1916 that our exports got 
as close to the comparable months of 
the last year of peacetime as we had 
in November of this year. 

Mr. Stanley claimed the facts he 
had given showed that a very con- 
siderable export trade was now be- 
ing done and that export trade could 
be and must be increased. 


TRADE RESTRICTIONS 

Referring to the trade restrictions 
he said there were a certain number 
of articles and raw materials so 
urgently :. uired for purposes of 
national de. -nce that we could not 
afford to export them, or only allow 
them be exported in limited quan- 
tities. : 

It was only by the system of ex- 
por’ licences that we could prevent 
valuable exports from this country 


exports fell in the first

reaching the enemy and 
them in their war efforts. 
TO A MINIMUM : 
“Though these restrictions are 
necessary it has been, and will be, 
our constant effort to reduce them to 
a minimum and to see that they 
operate as smoothly as possible.” 
Turning to the efforts at inareasing 
the volume of exports Mr. Stanley 
said: “It is along accustomed and old 
channels that the great volume of our 
export trade,is being done and that 
the best possible hope lies pf in- 
crease.” 
”* Referring to coal, which he describ- 
ed as the most important and valuable 
of our wartime exports, Mr. Stanley 
said coal-exports had expanded con- 
siderably since the war started. 
MARKETS NOT THE DIFFICULTY 
“Over a large range of the export 
trade to-day markets are not the 
real difficulty. We have evidence 
from a large variety of traders that 
not only are our enquiries up to 
peacetime level but they are increas-

FIGHTING IN ARCTIC SNOW: 
PETSAMO LEFT IN RUINS | 


London, To-day. 


ACCORDING TO A Norwegian correspondent in 
Finland, the fighting in the northern part of the 
- country is like the “old-fashioned Redskin fight- 


The Finns are ambushing the Russians in thick 
woods and are taking great toll with long knives 
in hand to hand fighting. 

Daylight in this area is only some five hours long, 


which imposes severe 


restrictions on the use of 


heavy artillery and aeroplanes by.the Russians. 


Heavy falls of snow are also rob- 
bing the Russians of their advantages 
in the fleld of tanks. 

The Russians claim to have ad- 
vanced 30 miles south of Petsamo, 
but in the past 24 hours they do not 
seem to have come to grips with the 
main Finnish defences. 

Reports by. italian, correspon: 
dents state that before the Finns 
withdrew from Petsamo, they set 
the town on fire, leaving the Rus-. 
slans with a heap of ruins, 

Even the shops were cleared of 
their stocks; they were thrown open 
and the inhabitants took all the food 
and other goods. before fleeing. 
Many of the inhabitants of the area 
are fighting side by side with the 
regular Finnish troops. 

FOREIGNERS SAFE 

About 1,000 people—mostly women, 
children and the aged—have crossed 
over into Norway and it is learned 
that a number of foreign employees 
of the nickel-mines, including Bri- 
tishers and Canadians, are also safe 
across the border.

Winter, from the military ‘stand- 
point, may be~ said to have arrived 
With its arrival the chance of major 
offensive. operations 
next Spring has undoubtedly gone. 

Even a subsidiary for preliminary 
Nazi campaign in the Low Countries 
or Rumania with limited objectives, 
which might under favourable condi- 
tions look attractive, is becoming in- 
creasingly improbable. 

In the past during the winter, arm- 
jes as a rule drew apart and went in- 
to quarters in towns or villages where 
supplies had been collected. 

Under modern conditions, with good 
roads and railways to maintain the 
immense amount of supplies and am- 
munitions required by armies many 
times as large 'as formerly, the com- 
batants do not draw apart. 


DOMINANT FACTOR 

Fighting on a reduced scale can go 
on, Bickering in No-Man's land and 
minor raids take place but weather 
conditions are a very dominant fac- 
tor in prohibiting offensive operations 
on a large scale, 

This especially is the case when, us 
in Western Europe, the weather is 
liable to change suddenly and un- 
predictably. There are many days in 
winter when it would be possible to 
launch an offensive if all preparations 
were ready and troops assembled 
Within striking distance. But battles 
are no longer 2 matter of a few hours 
of .intensive fighting. 

The struggle, once begun, may 4o 
on for days or weeks, ‘and the wwea- 
ther may change before it is over. 

Uncertainty as to weather con- 
ditions is, therefore, the primary rea- 
son why winter operations are too 
tisky to be undertaken. 


DESPERATE HANDICAP 


Bad weather may delay and ham- 

per preparatory operations so that, 
when a tine spell comes, preparations 
wre not complete; or again, when 
everything may be ready, a sudden 
change of weather may necessitate the 
postponement or abandonment of 
plans. \ : 
. For bad . weather imposes a 
desperate handicap) on attacking 
troops and that handicap is bound to 
increase the longer the struggle takes, 
as we learned on the Somme and at 
Paschendaele. | 

Artillery fire turns wet ground into 
a morass which limits the pace of ad- 
vance and exhausts infantry. Yet 
artillery support, infantry attack in 
the face of automatic weapons is im- 
possible. Moreover, shells bury 
themselves in soft ground and _ lose 
much of their lethal effect, Tanks, 
if they can move at all oyer muddy 
surfaces, are slowed down. They be- 
come easy targets for anti-tank wea-. 
pons and have little chance of crossing 
obstacles. In fact, the use of the 
tank, not an easy operation under 
most favourable weather conditions,

in wet winter 


It may be thought that during & 
short spell of fine weather u lightning - 
attack by mechanised forces such, as 
were used in Poland might be practi- 
cable. That might be su if the 
ground were frost-bound and advance 
by armies were not go highly or- 
ganised as to require artillery sup- 
port in breaking the first Hines of re- 
sistance and breaking therefore ‘the 
frost crust. 

When they invaded Jehol, the 
Japanese deliberately waited until the 
ground was frozen in order to make. 
full use of mechanised columns. 
there resistance was weak, 

In Europe such condttions are not 
likely to occur. Unless a gap is 
formed or exists in the defences, 
artillery forces have little chance of 
penetrating defence lines, Even 
should they penetrate, they could 
achieve little and must withdraw un- 
less supported by infantry to hold 
positions won. 

When ground is soft mechanised 
forces have little chance. Their 
movement is generally confined to 
roads, easily damaged by artillery 
fire, and on which they are vulnerable 
to air attack. Armed forces which 
are unable to move freely and at 
speed across country cease to be ef- 
fective and will probably meet with 
quite insuperable difficulties, as the 
Italians learned in the battle of 
Guadalajara. 

Winter operations ter troops hold- 
ing a defensive position are, of course, 
trying, but much can be done to 
leviate hardship—frequent relief of 
men in forward positions, yood shel- 
ters, and dry clothes when the men 
are withdrawn for reserve. 

In cold dry weather, the health of 
the men is generally excellent, Wet 
muddy weather is the main cause of 
sickness. 


EFFECT ON MORALE 

But commanders and staff are now 
so well trained to look after the health 
and comfort of troops that sickness, 
except in the case of an_ influenza 
epidemic, is seldom serious. 

In the Maginot Line, to a great ex- 
tent underground, troops have an ex- 
ceptional degree of comfort and, of 
course, have had plenty of time to 
prepare for winter conditions without 
interruption, 

In the Siegfried Line, men in small 
pill-boxes will probably have a less 
comfortable winter. How far their 
morale may suffer it is impossible to 
predict, But if ‘it is true that the 
economic conditions in Germany are 
giving rise to unrest, it will be diffi- 
cult to prevent it spreading to troops 
with time on their hands to discuss 
complaints received from their 
families. 

In winter warfare, whether offen- 
sive or defensive, it is hardship the | 
troops fear more than actual. enemy 
action. The Allies are obviously bet- 
ter placed to alleviate these hardships 
than their opponents, 

There are, however, two forms of 
warfare that can go on without inter- 
ruption in winter, air warfare and

THE MURDER OF 


ADA DENNIS. 


By VINCENT TOWNE | 


The most baffling mystery that ever 
vexed the police of Washington, D.C. 
was presented by the murder of Ada 
Gilbert Dennis, in 1902. Mr. Dennis, 
a weli-known dressmaker, counted her 
clientele among the most exclusive 
_ familiés of Washington. She was a 
widow and lived at the. corner of 11th 
and K Sts., northwest. Her headquar- 
‘ters were on the first floor, The upper 


floors of her house were occupied by . 
several persons to whom she rented ! 


rooms. 

On the morning of October 30, 1902, 
a Negro porter, whom Mrs. Dennis em- 
ployed to carry parcels, came to work. 
Going to the back parlour on the first 
floor he found the dressmaker lyin 
in a pool of blood. ss 

The gory seat of a piano stool, which 
had .been unscrewed from the base, 
bore mute and ghastly testimony to the 
manner in which the deed had been 
done. : 

Mrs. Dennis had been attacked in 
her bed. There was no sign of a strug- 
gle and the police theory was that the 
first blow had rendered her uncons- 
cious. . 

The terrified porter immediately in- 
formed the police and aroused Mrs. 
Dennis’ tenants. The house was 
promptly closed and an investigation 
was begun. The only’procurable trace 
of the murderer, except the.. unique 
weapon he had used were footmarks 
on the window sill of the front room, 
which showed how he had entered 
and left the house. The sill was only 
un few inches above the ground. — 

A thorough search of Mrs. Dennis’ 
effects failed to disclose the slightest 
motive for her murder. So far as the 
police could learn, she had not an 
enemy in the world. At first as the 
suspicion was directed toward the 
Negro porter but nothing could be 
found to bear it out. The man’s 
character was excellent and there was 
no evidence that he bore anything 
but good will toward his employer. 

The search continued for: months, 
but nothing came of it. Every detec- 
tive and policeman, every newspaper 
reporter and many amateur sleuths 
worked on the case. 

The history of Mrs. Dennis and her 
associates for years back was studied 
carefully. Men were sent to several 
cities to look up former friends and 
companions of the murdered woman. 
But all of these efforts went for 
naught. 

From the fact that no single article 
in the Dennis home had been touched, 
all thought of robbery in connection 
with the murder was from the first 
cast aside. The theory of revenge 
was followed out, but no foundation 
for it could be discovered. ; 

Two or three days after Mrs. 
Dennis was murdered a man commit- 
ted: suicide by inhaling gas in a 
nearby house. His actions after the 
Dennis murder were peculiar, and the

An. investigation of 
his record showed that he was con- 
sidered eccentric by his fellow clerks, 
‘and also that he had been involved in 
the. writing of letters that showed 
indications .of a perverted .mind. 

The most peculiar feature of the 
crime was. the weapon, used. That 
any: one wishing to commit murder 
should take the time deliberately to 
unserew a piano seat from the stool 
and batter the victim’s head with it, 
when any one of a dozen other met- 
hods would have been easier and

Observing Jimmy Thomson’s 
stroke one is struck by the wide 
are the clubhead describes, even 
after the ball has been dispatched 
on its way.
